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Yingluck Arrives on

THE CAMBODIA DAILY 
Bangkok and Phnom Penh continued 
to mend their frayed political relations 
yesterday with a visit from Thailand's 
newly elected Prime Minister Yingluck 
Shinawatra that brought about no major 
breakthroughs but did secure pledges 
to move forward on a number of issues. 

Prime Minister Hun Sen and Ms 
Yingluck touched on everything from 
contested offshore oil reserves to a pos- 
sible early release for a pair of jailed 
Thai spies during a closed-door meeting 
that lasted more than an hour at the pre- 
mier's office. 

It was Ms Yingluck 's first visit to 
Cambodia since she and her Pheu Thai 
Party swept to power in national elections 
last July, dethroning an incumbent 
government under which Thai- 
Cambodian relations took a severe 
downturn. 

Speaking with a scrum of reporters 
after the meeting between the two premiers. 
Foreign Affairs Minister Hor Namhong 
said Ms Yingluck as expected-raised the 
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Fence-Mending Visit 

case of jailed Thai nationalist Veera 
Somkwamkid and his assistant, Ratree 
Pipattanapaiboon. The Phnom Penh Muni- 
cipal Court convicted the pair of espionage 
and illegally entering Cambodia in January 
sentencing them to eight and six years in jail, 
respectively. 

Mr Hun Sen has repeatedly insisted 
that the two would not be pardoned until, 
as demanded by Cambodian law, they had 
verved atleast two-thirds of their terms. 
But yesterday he appeared to open the dtx>r 
to a way around the law. 

Mr Namhong said the government 
was looking at the possibility of reducing their 
original sentences. 

“Samdech [Hun Sen) and the gov- 
ernment are checking into it,” he said. 
“We can propose to the King to reduce 
the punishment step by step, but Cambodia 
needs to respect our laws that they must 
serve two-thirds of their jai! terms first.” 

Thai media had speculated that Ms 
Yingluck would be heading hick to Thailand 
with the two convicts.

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Tourism Not Affected by Preah Vihear Fighting

THE CAMBODIA DAILY 
Preah Vihear temple may have been the 
scene of the country 's heaviest military 
engagement in recent years, but visitors 
have not been scared off by the confrontation, 
according to local tourism officials. 

Kong Vibol, Preah Vihear provincial 
director of the department of tourism, claimed 
that his department recorded 82,689 visitors 
to the temple between January and August 
this year, while the figures for July and 
August showed a significant jump over the 
same months last year. 

According to tourism department record 
7,349 tourists visited the temple in July 
compared to4,9 1 0 in July 20 1 0. .And in August 
8,2 1 2 tourists were recorded, compared to 
6, 1 99 during the same month last year. 
“As we knew early in the year, the situation 


was tense after there was fighting between 
[Cambodia and Thailand],” Mr Vibol said. 
“For the past two months, the number of 
tourists visiting the temple increased after 
the military tension eased.” 

Cambodia and Thailand traded barrages 
of heavy rockets and artillery for several 
days in February, leading to the death of 
troops on both sides, the displacement of 
tens of thousands of villagers on both sides 
of the border, and shrapnel damage to the 
temple. 

Relations between the two countries 
have improved since Thai Prime Minister 
Yingluck Shinawatra was elected in July. 

Ho Vandy, co-chair of tire Government- 
Private Sector Working Group on Tourism, 
said that the cease-fire and improved 
infrastructure in the Preah Vihear area 
was one of the reasons tourist arrivals had 
increased.

In 2009, Thailand threatened to cancel 
a 2001 memorandum of understanding 
that called on the two countries to jointly 
develop 27,000 square km of maritime 
space in the Gulf widely believed to be rich 
in oil and gas reserves.

in Poipct City and to schedule another meeting 


for the Inter-Governmental Committee, 
which brings together the two countries' 
foreign ministers to discuss a broad range of 
bilateral issues. 

“Samdech Prime Minister called the 
visit of Her Excellency Yingluck the tongue 
and teeth mission, comparing Thai and 
Cambodian relations to the tongue and 
teeth,” Information Minister Khieu 
Kanharith .said. “Sometimes they fight with 
each other, but we can not separate them.” 

Ms Yingluck was scheduled to fly out 
of Cambodia yesterday evening after meeting 
King Norodom Sihamoni.
